Earlier this month, BP boldly pre- 
dicted the oil gushing from the bot- 
tom of the sea would be reduced to 
a “relative trickle” within days, and 
President Obama told the nation 
last week that as much as 90 per- 
cent would soon be captured.

Americans are found 
guilty of conspiracy, 
funding terror group 

Sargodha, Pakistan 

Five Northern Virginia men were 
convicted on terrorism charges 
and sentenced to 10 years in pris- 
on by a Pakistani court Thursday, 
in a case that focused U.S. concern 
about its citizens linking up with 
foreign extremist groups. 

An attorney for the men ques- 
tioned the legitimacy of the ver- 
dict, and accused prosecutors and 
the judge in the closed-door trial of 
ignoring key evidence. He prom- 
ised an immediate appeal. 

In the Alexandria section of 


Fairfax County, off Route 1, the 
families of the five men were said to 
be reeling from the convictions. 

“They had hoped for justice and 
are devastated by the results,” said 
Alexandria lawyer Nina Ginsberg, 
who is working with the men and 
their families in the face of poten- 
tial prosecution by the U.S. govern- 
ment and has closely followed the 
Pakistan court proceedings. 

The men — Umar Chaudhry, 
Ramy Zamzam, Ahmad A. Minni, 
Waqar Khan and Aman Hassan 
Yemer — were convicted of criminal 
conspiracy and funding a banned 
terrorist organization. The charg- 
es carry sentences of 10 and five 
years, respectively, but the judge 
ordered the terms to be served 
concurrently. 


Prosecutors said e-mail records 
and witness statements proved the 
men were plotting terrorist attacks 
in Pakistan and had conspired to 
execute attacks against U.S. troops 
in Afghanistan. 

But defense attorneys in Paki- 
stan said some of the e-mails sub- 
mitted as evidence of communi- 
cation with terrorists did not have 
date stamps and could have been 
fabricated by local police officials 
once the five were in custody. 


Hassan Katchela, one of the 
defense lawyers, also questioned 
the submission of two receipts for 
relatively small amounts of money 
(500 and 1,000 Pakistani rupees, 
or about $6 and $12) as evidence 
that the men had given money to 
terrorist groups. 

Katchela said the men were 
“shocked” and “very disappointed” 
when the verdicts were announced

Jamaican Gang 
Boss Extradited 


Coke flown to U.S. 
to face drug charges 
after long manhunt 

Kingston, Jamaica 

The scion of a Jamaican gang fami- 
ly was flown to New York on Thurs- 
day after agreeing to his extradi- 
tion, saying it was in his nation’s 
best interests. 

Christopher “Dudus” Coke, 
whose supporters waged street bat- 
tles with security forces last month 
in an attempt to prevent him from 
facing charges in the United States, 
waived his right to an extradition 
trial at his first appearance before 
a Jamaican judge. 

“I take this decision, for I now 
believe it to be in the best interest 
of my family, the community of 
western Kingston and in partic- 
ular the people of Tivoli Gardens 
and above all Jamaica,” Coke said 
in a statement. 

Coke, 42, faces a maximum sen- 
tence of life in prison if convicted. 
U.S. prosecutors say Coke, as the 
leader of the notorious Shower Posse 
gang, has overseen large shipments 
of cocaine and marijuana to the 
eastern U.S. since the 1990s. 

The extradition hearing was 
held under heavy security at a 
military outpost in the Caribbean 
nation’s capital, out of fear of pos- 
sible attacks by supporters. 

Coke expressed confidence that 
he will be found not guilty and

allowed to return to his family in 
Jamaica, saying he was leaving his 
mother with a heavy heart. 

Coke was captured Tuesday 
after a monthlong manhunt, dis- 
guised in a wig and riding with 
the Rev. A1 Miller, who said Coke 
was on his way to surrender at the 
U.S. Embassy. 

Coke is the son of the famed 
gangster known as Jim Brown, 
who died in a 1992 Jamaican pris- 
on fire while awaiting extradition 
to the U.S. on drug charges. Pros- 
ecutors say Coke then became the 
head of the Shower Posse, a name 
that by some accounts came from 
the gang’s practice of “showering” 
its enemies with bullets. 

The government initially resist- 
ed the extradition request in a 
nine-month standoff with the U.S 
that became a political liability for 
Prime Minister Bruce Golding.

Too Much, Even for Him? 

The challenges facing Petraeus in Afghanistan make Iraq look like a cakewalk 


Kabul, Afghanistan 

America’s Afghan and internation- 
al allies have embraced the choice of 
Gen. David Petraeus to run the war in 
Afghanistan, hoping the architect of the 
Iraq surge will seamlessly pursue the 
strategy laid down by his predecessor 
and smooth over divisions that led to 
his dismissal. 

By naming Petraeus on Wednes- 
day, President Obama managed to 
replace Gen. Stanley McChrystal with- 
out derailing the mission at a critical 
juncture in the war, when casualties 
are rising and public support in the 
West is waning. 

Still, the jury is out on whether the 
counterinsurgency strategy that Petra- 
eus used to turn around the Iraq war 
will show results in Afghanistan by 
July 2011, when Obama wants to begin 
withdrawing U.S. troops. 

The split between the U.S. civilian 
and military teams in Afghanistan 
has not disappeared with McChrys- 
tal’s departure. Those fissures, laid 
bare in disparaging remarks to Roll- 
ing Stone magazine, led to McChrys- 
tal’s dismissal Wednesday. 

The politically savvy Petraeus prob- 
ably would have a better shot at con- 
vincing Obama that the strategy needs 
more time and slow the withdrawal of 
U.S. troops. Petraeus helped train the 
Iraqi army and is on a first-name basis 
with defense officials in capitals that 
provide troops to the NATO -led force 
in Afghanistan. 

Initially, NATO leaders in Brussels 
played down the Rolling Stone article, 
which suggested that powerful players 
in the Obama administration still dis- 
agree on the unproven U.S. counterin- 
surgency strategy of routing the Tali- 
ban, securing major population centers, 
bolstering the Afghan government’s 
effectiveness, and rushing in aid and 
development. 

They were relieved when Obama 
selected Petraeus, who pioneered the 
same counterinsurgency strategy when

New Metro Fares 
To Begin Sunday 


Board of directors 
green-lights system’s 
expansive price hike 

Washington 

Metro’s board of directors approved 
a sweeping package of fare increas- 
es Thursday, the most expansive 
in its history, as the agency seeks 
to close a $189 million gap in its 
2011 budget. 

The approval came as the board 
gave the go-ahead for its next bud- 
get for the fiscal year that begins 
July 1. The fare increases, which 
begin Sunday, will hit riders on all 
lines and services, including rail, 
bus and MetroAccess, the service 
for disabled riders. In May, the 
board provided guidance to Metro 
staff that it would approve the plan. 
Staff had been worried that the 
agency was running out of time 
to implement the changes before 
the new fiscal year starts.

A red panda cub has been born at 
the National Zoo in Washington 
for the first time in 15 years.

last year from the Nashville Zoo. 

The zoo has temporarily closed 
the red panda exhibit to give the 
mother and cub privacy. For now, 
visitors may get a glimpse from the 
Asia Trail’s upper viewing area. 

Red pandas are native to China, 
the Himalayas and Myanmar. 
They are an endangered species, 
with fewer than 2,500 left in the 
wild.

Attracting Buyers 


Megan Prout has always been a fan of HGTV 
shows. So, when she and her husband, Wil- 
liam, decided to sell their 550-square-foot, 
one-bedroom condo in Old Town Alexan- 
dria, they took a lesson from Hollywood: 
They hired a professional stager to help 
ensure their home looked its best. 

That meant painting their kitchen, living 
room and bathroom walls the same shade 


of beige, and freshening up 
their bathroom with a new 
shower curtain and towels. 

They cleared countertops of 
clutter, put some items into 
storage and got new acces- 
sories to help tie everything 
together. 

“It felt like we had moved 
into a hotel,” says Prout, 25, 
who works as an executive 
assistant. “I felt that having 
a beautifully presented home 

certainly would not hurt in 

us being able to sell the place quickly.” 

Five years ago, most real estate civilians 
hadn’t even heard of the concept of staging. 
But now, thanks to networks such as HGTV 
and a hot, then cold, market, almost everyone 
is familiar with the idea of making your home

look pretty but depersonalized for pro- 
spective buyers. Minimizing signs of 
your own presence can help buyers 
picture themselves in your place. 

These staging techniques are, 
admittedly, time-consuming. But 
they work. According to a survey 
conducted from January to May 
2010 by the International Associa- 
tion of Home Staging Professionals 
and StagedHomes.com, 94.6 per- 
cent of homes staged by an Accred- 
ited Staging Professional sell in an 
average of 33 days or less. 

“If you’re not staging your house, 
you’re throwing away money,” says 
Sabrina Soto of HGTVs “Real Estate 
Intervention” and “Get It Sold.” “It’s 
kind of like selling your car with- 
out washing it first.” 

Locally, staging has become 
“something that’s not optional any- 
more,” says Michelle Morris, the 
owner of Home Staged Designs 
(703-209-7009; Homestagedde- 
signs.com), and president of the D.C. 
chapter of the International Associ- 
ation of Home Staging Profession- 
als. “It’s something that’s required 
if you want to get top price.” 

When working with a stager, 
you can choose the level of service 
you want, from a consultation that 
runs a few hundred dollars to the 
full-blown treatment, which can 
cost several thousand. “You can do 
staging in degrees,” says Elizabeth 
Blakeslee, an associate broker with 
Coldwell Banker Residential Bro- 
kerage in D.C. “You don’t always 
have to start from scratch.” 





That’s good news for buyers 
who might not get as big of a return 
on their investment when selling 
homes these days. And experts say 
it really is worth spending extra 
money to make your home mod- 
el-worthy. 


Pretend You’re Already Gone: Though it can take a great deal of work 
(not to nnention willpower!) to stash or neaten your belongings while you stage 
your honne, nnany people live in their staged honnes until they sell thenn. “It’s a 
tennporary condition," says professional stager Michelle Morris. “You want to get 
that first offer in the first two to three weeks. And I'nn not going to lie; living in a 
staged house is hard to do. It's not sonnething that you want to do on a regular 


basis. So, don’t drag it out; put the house on the nnarket innnnediately after you’ve 
gotten it looking as good as it can possibly look." 

To cope, Morris suggests a trick she calls “the laundry basket nnethod.’’ Every 
nnorning, throw everything you didn’t have tinne to put away into a laundry basket, 
and then put that basket in your car. “It works," she says. “You don’t need to bake 
brownies for people. You’ve got to nnake sure the clutter’s all gone." b.l. 


^ staging for free with her listing or 
m pay me the traditional way, it was 
I an easy decision for her to make to 
^ receive two professional services for 
the cost of one,” Morris says. 

Even the pros have found they 
need outside help to make their 
abodes look their best. When Scar- 
let Lovell, a real estate agent with 
Remax Select Properties, wanted 
to sell her townhouse in Ashburn, 
she, too, turned to a professional 
stager — even though she’s taken 
home-staging courses herself “The 
biggest thing is to depersonalize, 
and when it’s your own home, it’s 
hard to do,” she says. “But I’ve real- 
ly seen the difference staging has 
made in selling homes much fast- 
er and for top dollar.” 

Lovell, 64, worked with Young, 
who recommended everything from 
rearranging furniture to building 
a minibar in the family room. 

“I would say I put $6,000 or 
$7,000 into everything I did,” 
^ Lovell says. “But I sold my town- 
I house for exactly what I was hop- 
I ing to get for it. And it sold for a 
^ little more than anything else in 
the neighborhood, so it was well

especially if you don’t want it to 
sit on the market forever. 

“There’s not one real estate 
agent who would tell you it doesn’t 
sell quicker, easier or for more 
money when you stage it,” says 
Soto. “It will.” 

You don’t absolutely have to 
hire a professional. There are plen- 
ty of tasks you can tackle yourself, 
like painting walls a neutral color 
or replacing outdated brass fix- 
tures with modern brushed nick- 
el versions. It’s also a good idea to 
take down family photos in order 
to depersonalize your space. 

But when it comes to furniture 
placement or decluttering, some- 
times homeowners need a neutral 
party’s opinion to make the chang- 
es necessary. “The stager acts as the 
outside expert,” says Blakeslee. “It’s 
a professional, saying that you need 
to get rid of your collection of plas- 
tic swans.”

Michelle Morris says it’s often useful for clients to add furniture to empty spaces. 


“I tell clients that we are no 
longer selling your home,” says 
Gee Gee Young, owner of Fairfax- 
based CC Home Staging and Rede- 
sign (757-375-2979; Cchomestag- 
ing.org). “We are selling a house 
that’s become a product. And stag- 
ing is much cheaper than wait- 
ing for that first price reduction 
because your home’s not outshin- 
ing your competition.” 

The Fronts, who worked with 
stager Morris, saved money because 
Morris partnered up with anoth- 
er real estate agent. The fact that 
they hadn’t yet selected a real 
estate agent turned out to bene- 
fit them. 

“When I explained to Megan 
that she could receive the home

worth the investment.” 

Staging can be particularly 
important for condo and townhouse 
dwellers, whose units often look 
nearly identical to a host of other 
options on the market. So, check 
out the competition and find a way 
to set your place apart. 

“It’s about doing that one thing 
that’s better than [similar homes], 
so when a couple goes to the other 


unit, they say, ‘Why would I buy this 
one when I can get that one with 
fill-in-the-blank?”’ Soto says. 

If you’ve got a great view, use 
window treatments to draw buyers’ 
eyes to the vista. If you have a bal- 
cony or patio, make sure it appears 
as functional as possible. “It’s about 
making those little spaces that not 
every townhouse or condo has look 
amazing,” Soto says. 


A property that’s already been 
vacated also reaps major benefits 
from staging, as buyers have diffi- 
culty imagining what might work 
in an empty space. “Especially with 
little studios and really small one- 
bedrooms, it helps to have a furni- 
ture arrangement,” says Morris. “If 
buyers walk in and they’re empty, 
it’s really hard for them to see how 
they could fit it all in.” 


Since most buyers these days 
initially hunt for homes online, 
great photos are a must. And a 
home that’s been staged will photo- 
graph much better than one that’s 
totally vacant or cluttered. Virtu- 
al staging, in which furniture is 
Photoshopped into an image of an 
empty space, is another option, but 
it risks disappointing buyers when 
they see your place in person. 


The Fronts sold their Alexan- 
dria condo within a few weeks last 
March for close to their desired 
price — and they think that might 
not have been the case without 
Morris’ expertise. “I can’t say for 
sure that we would have been able 
to sell in that quick of time,” Front 
says. Without staging, “I wouldn’t 
be surprised if it was still on the 
market today.” beth luberecki

A real estate agent 
offers advice on how 
to brave the market 

Buying 

Unless you have a real estate license 
or are a truly dedicated reader of 
classifieds, you’re probably not going 
to be entirely knowledgeable about 
how to shop for and make an offer 
on your first home when the time 
comes around. And even if you’re 
jumping back into the market after 
years as a homeowner, you might 
not be on top of the latest trends in 
buying and selling. 


Nancy Conner’s “Buying a 
Home: The Missing Manual” 
($22, O’Reilly) is designed to 
get you up to speed. The book 
covers the essential steps of 

a home buying, 
from applying 
for a mortgage 
to hiring (and, 
if necessary, fir- 
ing) a real estate 
agent. Want to 
Conner know the differ- 

ence between a 

townhouse and a co-op? Need 
to compare asking and selling 
prices? Crack open this paper- 
back. 


The Ithaca, N.Y.-based Conner 
spoke with us by phone to share 
her perspective on the housing 
market and some of her tips for 
buying a home. 


Your book is part of the “Missing 
Manual” series. What do you think 
was missing from the existing 
books written for home buyers? 

There are a number of good guide- 


books out there, but I think with 
home buying, one of the things 
that you have to be aware of is that 
the context is always changing. 
It makes a big difference in what 
part of country you live because 
in some places you’ve got a real- 
ly hot sellers’ market happen- 
ing, and in other places, it’s much 
slower. So, there’s a whole differ- 
ent approach to making an offer, 
negotiating, and so on, depending 
on where you live. 

One of things that I tried to do 
with this book was make it broad- 
ly applicable, but also up-to-the- 
minute, so that it really applies 
to what’s happening right now. 
For example, I couldn’t mention 
the [federal] first-time home buy- 
ers tax credit because it was due 
to expire.

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Do you think that the first-time 
home buyers credit has had any 
impact on housing sales? 

Absolutely. All of the uptick I think 
that you’ve seen in sales — partic- 
ularly of existing homes across the 
country — I think has been almost 
exclusively applicable to that. 

I think that the first-time home 
buyers credit accomplished two 
things. It made it easier for people 
to qualify [for a mortgage], and it 
also took some of the fear out of the 
process. A lot of people were really 
nervous about the idea of buying a 
home, so I think that the first-time 
home buyers credit opened the door 
for a lot of people who might oth- 
erwise have hesitated. 

What’s the most important thing 
buyers should know when they’re 


selecting a real estate agent? 

Work with a buyers’ agent. Unless 
you have an explicit agreement with 
a real estate agent to represent you, 
that person’s actually a subagent of 
the seller’s agent. So, it’s important 
to be sure that the real estate agent 
is working in your best interest. 

Obviously, your agent doesn’t 
have to be your best friend, but it 
does have to be somebody that you 
can feel comfortable communicating 
with. Your agent is representing a 
whole bunch of prospective buyers 
and can’t read your mind about what 
exactly it is that you want. You want 
to find somebody you feel comfort- 
able talking to, that you can com- 
municate your wish list to. 

You also should consider how 
often you want your agent to com- 
municate with you; some people are

happy with an e-mail once a week 
saying, “Here are some new prop- 
erties. Do you want to take a look 
at them?” Other people want the 
agent to be on the phone as soon 
as something promising comes on 
the market. 

What’s your favorite Web site for 
shopping for homes? 

The two that I probably use most 
often are Zillow.com and Trulia. 
com. Those both have a lot of real- 
ly good information. They’re real- 
ly remarkable because there’s so 
much more information available 
out there online than there used to 
be even five years ago. You can find 
out how long the home’s been on 
the market and what the original 
asking price was. If you use Zillow, 
you can often find out what the cur- 


rent seller paid. It used to be really 
hard to get that information. 

How have Web sites changed the 
way we shop for homes? 

They’ve put so much information 
at the buyer’s fingertips that it 
makes it a lot easier to negotiate, 
for example, and to come up with 
a realistic offer. 

When making an offer, how can you 
find out the true value of a home? 

I think the best way to do that is 
to look at recent sales of compara- 
ble properties in the same or simi- 
lar neighborhood. Look at similar 
homes in that area that have sold 
within the past few months, and 
that gives you an idea of what the 
home’s market value is.

How can you avoid making an offer 

that’s unrealistically low? 

When you look at sales of recent 
homes, you also look at the differ- 
ence between asking price and sell- 
ing price. That gives you a range 
for what’s considered a reason- 
able offer. 

As far as making an offer that’s too 
high, sometimes people do make an 
offer — say, maybe 3 percent below 
the asking price, and the seller jumps 
on it. Then, the buyer starts kicking 
themselves, and they say, “Oh, man, 
I could have made [the offer] a few 
thousand dollars lower.” But what I 
would say in that situation is if you 
made an offer that makes sense in 
terms of what you can afford, what 


you’re willing to pay and what the 
market seems to bear, then you should 
be pleased, if the seller accepts it. 

The relationship between buyers 
and sellers seems to often be 
strained. Should those parties 
keep their distance? 

Often, yes. You each have your own 
agent, and your agents are profes- 
sional negotiators. It’s their job to 
know how to work out a deal. On 
both sides — for both the buyer and 
the seller — there are often emo- 
tions that can get in the way. It’s 
nice to have a neutral third party 
doing the negotiating for you. 

That said, sometimes, [being 
in direct contact] can be a good 
idea. You shouldn’t go behind your 
agent’s back to meet with the seller. 
But if you feel like meeting face to 


face might move things along, you 
can ask your agent to have all four 
parties sit down together. 

[When we bought] the house 
where my husband and I live, we 
had some negotiating, and things 
were feeling a little tense. This was 
around the holidays. So, we added 
the seller of the house we were buy- 
ing to our holiday card list, and just 


sent him a card with a littie note say- 
ing how much we liked the house. 
He told us at the closing that that 
really made a difference — that 
hearing from us as people, rather 
than opposing parties in a trans- 
action, made him relax a lot and 
feel a lot more positive toward us. 
It ended up being a really positive 
experience for everybody. 


Sometimes, remembering that 
the people on the other side of 
the table actually are people can 
be helpful. It just humanizes the 
transaction. 

Do you have any other tips for 
negotiating a sale? 

Patience in itself is definitely a tip. 
I think that it’s helpful to keep in 
mind that you’re not trying to beat 
the other party. You’re trying to come 
up with a win-win situation, where 
both sides are pleased with the final 
transaction. Sometimes, just keep- 
ing in mind that the seller is not your 
enemy — the seller’s somebody you’re 
trying to negotiate with, to enact a 
transaction that’s mutually satis- 
factory — can just be a nice little 
reboot of your mind-set, so to speak.

Where You Can 
Live on the Edge 


The D.C.-Md. border 
often confuses even 
those who live on it 

Neighborhoods 

Many locals don’t know exactly 
where the District ends and Mary- 
land begins. Even some who live 
along the border aren’t sure. 

Several months after he moved 
into a bungalow on Eastern Ave- 
nue in Takoma Park in 1978, Ray 
Altevogt was surprised to discov- 
er that part of his ostensibly Mary- 
land-side sidewalk lies in the Dis- 
trict. A gas line serving his house 
was replaced, and then the side- 
walk needed repair, too. 

On-street parking 
regulations can 
seem one-sided. 
Police dispatchers 
may re-route calls. 
Some rules apply 
to one side of the 
street but not the 
other. 


“That’s when I called Takoma 
Park and realized that my house 
was in Maryland but the sidewalk 
and part of the property were in 
D.C.,” Altevogt said. 

Those who live along the Mary- 
land-District line learn to adapt to 
some unusual jurisdictional confu- 
sion. This is due in part to a com- 
mon misconception that the bor- 
der runs down the middle of three 
District boundary streets: West- 
ern, Eastern and Southern ave- 
nues. In fact, the District controls 
all three roads and several feet on 
the Maryland side — occasional- 
ly right up to a house. 

Questions arise when it comes 
time to repair a sidewalk, widen a 
driveway or plant a tree. On-street 
parking regulations can seem one- 


sided. Police and fire dispatchers 
may re-route calls. Taxi drivers and 
passengers have argued over rates 
for crossing state lines, especial- 
ly before the District’s zone-fare 
system was changed to meters in 
2008. Some rules apply to one side 
of the street but not the other. 

Altevogt, 69, remembers that 
when his car was rear-ended as he 
pulled out of his driveway, a pass- 
ing D.C. patrol car refused to take a 
report, saying that the driver was in 
Maryland. And it annoys him that 
tenants of the apartments oppo- 
site his house are allowed extend- 
ed parking on the D.C. street but 
that he has to park in his drive- 
way because his cars have Mary- 
land tags. 

Overall, though, Altevogt con- 
siders his location more a curiosi- 
ty than a problem. “It’s just sort of 
something I mention often to peo- 
ple,” he said. He sometimes signs 
his address on neighborhood Inter- 
net mailing lists as “on the Wash- 
ington, D.C ./Maryland line” and is 
outspoken about the need for police 
cooperation and other cross-juris- 
dictional issues between Takoma 
Park, Md., and the Takoma neigh- 
borhood in the District. 

“Living on the coast” is how 
Rick Toye likes to describe his 
home on Eastern Avenue, in the 
District’s Shepherd Park neigh- 
borhood, where he has lived for 
15 years. He and his wife, Berna- 
dine, raised four children in their 
house, in the middle of more than 
a dozen homes that face apartment 
buildings in Silver Spring. 

They enjoy ties to their Shepherd 
Park community along with access 
to Maryland conveniences. 

“Up here, you’ve got a little of 
everjThing,” said Toye, 60, a mort- 
gage broker and retired Army col- 
onel. “We can walk to the subway. 
We can walk to the grocery store. 
We can walk to the Chinese res- 
taurant. ... I wouldn’t trade it for 
anything.”

Stein grew 
up in Maryland and lives in the 
District, a few blocks from West- 
ern Avenue.

There’s little to distinguish the 
D.C. side from Maryland. No “wel- 
come” signs are posted along the 
streets, except at some major inter- 
sections.

Foster real estate agent who recent- 
ly showed a renovated 1936 colonial 
on Western Avenue in Chevy Chase, 
D.C. “I don’t think either one side 
or another is going to command a 
higher price tag, necessarily,” said 
Abbott, whose Friendship Heights 
office lists houses on both sides of 
Western Avenue. 

On many parts of Southern 
Avenue, which forms part of the 
border between the District and 
Prince George’s County, the hous- 
ing styles are usually too varied to 
make a similar comparison, some 
real estate agents say. 

But in general, there isn’t 
much difference in property val- 
ues between the D.C. and Prince 
George’s sides, said Sakina King- 
wood, an agent for Keller Williams 
Realty in Largo. “I would say that 
it’s an individual’s preference to be 
a Washingtonian versus a Mary- 
lander,” Kingwood said. 

A prospective homeowner can 
choose between the District’s 
Hillcrest neighborhood, which 
has more expensive but larger, 
single-family detached houses 
with yards or the more afford- 
able townhouses and duplexes 
across the Maryland line, said 
Linda Simpson, a past president 
of the Prince George’s County 
Association of Realtors. Prince 
George’s real estate values have 
recovered more slowly than the 
District’s, Simpson said. 


Legal Limits 

Chevy Chase Village (Md.) Police 
Chief Roy Gordon said he some- 
times stands on lawns with a D.C. 
officer and points out the bound- 
ary markers, found in some yards 
in Maryland, to show which depart- 
ment should handle a case. 

Although nearly 40 houses 
along Western Avenue are part of 
the incorporated Chevy Chase Vil- 
lage, much of what occurs beyond 
the front doors lies in D.C. terri- 
tory, Gordon said. If a complaint 
comes in about an overgrown 
hedge near a sidewalk, for exam- 
ple, “We’ll make a friendly phone 
call, but we have no authority to 
cut it,” he said. 

Stan Crock and Pam Brown, on 
the Maryland side of Western Ave- 
nue, said they had trouble getting 
police to take a report after a baby 
sitter’s car was hit while parked in 
front of their house. Montgomery 
County wouldn’t respond and told 
them to call the District. The Dis- 
trict saw a Maryland home address 
and wouldn’t go, either. Eventual- 
ly, the couple gave an address from 
across the street and flagged down 
a D.C. police car as it went by. 

But the advantages of their 
location include access to 
Montgomery County schools 
for their now-teenage children 
and convenience for their D.C.- 
oriented social life. Those “have 
far outweighed the nuisances,” said 
Crock, senior editorial director for 
a consulting company, karen tanner

Landon’s Calling 


Donovan reflects only 
briefly on historic goal 
as U.S. preps for Ghana 

Soccer 

The words came haltingly, then not at 
all, as Landon Donovan tried to explain 
how much the goal meant to him. 

He’s the greatest soccer player the 
U.S. has ever produced and, at times, its 
greatest disappointment. He’s spent the 
last four years trying to claw his way back 
from heartbreaks both personal and pro- 
fessional. And for all the work he’s done, 
he and the Americans were on the verge 
of another World Cup flameout. 

So, yeah, he celebrated like a 6-year- 
old on a sugar rush when he scored the 
goal that win be remembered as one of the 
biggest in U.S. soccer history. And when 
it finally all sank in, there’s no no way he 
could — or would — stop the tears. 

“In the past, a moment like that 
wouldn’t have felt the same; it wouldn’t 


have felt as good,” Donovan said. 

On Saturday, the Americans play 
Ghana — the team that knocked them 
out four years ago — with a chance to 
make at least the quarterfinals for only 
the third time in history. 

Donovan is the rare star athlete who 
will give not only a glimpse into his deep- 


est emotions, but a front-row seat. He 
talks candidly about his struggles on 
the field and his uncomfortable transi- 
tion to U.S. soccer’s poster boy, and free- 
ly admits therapy has helped him work 
through personal failings laid bare by 
his crumbling marriage. 

Donovan gives much of the credit 
for his growth to his estranged wife, 
Bianca Kajlich. She’s an actress, and 


seeing her have to battle for even the 
smallest roles made him realize he was 
squandering his talent. Though Kajlich 
and Donovan broke up last July, the split 
was a turning point. His change is obvi- 
ous in South Africa. 

Down 2-0 to Slovenia at the half, 
the old Donovan would have sulked. He 


certainly would not have the poise and 
patience to score the goal that sparked 
the U.S. comeback. And that thriller 
against Algeria? Forget about it. 

“I live in the moment now,” he said. 
“I will enjoy this longer than I enjoy 
most goals, but I’ve already got my head 
wrapped around Saturday, and the real- 
ity of what that is and the opportunity 
that that presents.” nancy armour (ap)

Slovakia Gives Italians the Boot 


Loss marks the end 
of an era for 2006 
World Cup champs 

Soccer 

The stunned looks and the tears 
told the story — for both teams. 

For defending champion Italy, 
the ignominy of being sent out of 
the World Cup in the first round 
sank in immediately. “Tonight,” 
midfielder Gennaro Gattuso said, 
“we touched rock bottom.” 


For Slovakia, which beat the 
Azzurri 3-2 Thursday to advance, 
well, the celebrating might not 
stop before Monday’s second- 
round game against 
the Netherlands. 

The party ended 
in stunning fashion 
for four-time cham- 
pion Italy, which fin- 
ished last in an opening-round 
group for the first time. 

“I take full responsibility,” said 
coach Marcello Lippi, who led the 
Azzurri to the 2006 championship. 


“If the squad went out with fear in 
their legs and hearts, it means the 
coach didn’t prepare the match well 
tactically or psychologically.” 

Never have the previous World 
Cup finalists both failed to advance 
in the next tournament when both 
qualified. France, which lost to 
Italy in the 2006 title game, went 
out earlier this week. 

It was Italy’s first loss at the 
World Cup since allowing a gold- 
en goal to South Korea in the sec- 
ond round in 2002. And it marked 
the end of an era for Italy captain 


Fabio Cannavaro and Gattuso, who 
already announced their retirement 
from the national team. Lippi is also 
moving on, with Cesare Prandelli 
already chosen as his successor. 

Italy’s squad featured nine play- 
ers 30 or over, and Prandelli will be 
charged with a major overhaul. 

“We were a disappointment, and 
everyone saw it,” goalkeeper Gian- 
luigi Buffon said. “He [Prandelli] 
will have to start a new cycle, and 
I hope he’s got his ideas in order, 
because the current situation of 
Italian football isn’t great.” (ap)

The Wizards’ rebuilding 
plan begins in earnest 
with top draft selection 

The Wizards 

The Nationals have Stephen Strasburg. 
The Capitals have Alex Ovechkin. And 
now, the Wizards have John Wall, who the 
team hopes will be the next young super- 
star to land in the nation’s capital. 

As expected, the Washington Wizards 
used the No. 1 pick in Thursday’s NBA draft 
to select the Kentucky point guard. 

In Wall, the Wizards believe they have 
someone to rebuild around as they adopt 
the same strategy of drafting future 
stars used by two of the area’s other 
sports teams. 

“[The Nationals] are going be good 
for a long, long time. The Caps are going 
to be good for a long, long time. That’s 
what we need to be able to say about the 
Wizards,” said Ted Leonsis when he was 
introduced as the Wizards’ new major- 
ity owner. 

Wall worked out in front of Wizards 
coaches and personnel last Thursday at 
Verizon Center. If the front office wasn’t 
sold on the guard previously, it certain- 
ly was afterward. In his first meeting 


with local media. Wall said he saw Stras- 
burg’s debut with the Nationals and he 
believes he build the same sort of excite- 
ment with the Wizards. 

“My goal is to become an All-Star, 
win Rookie of the Year, and lead us to the 
playoffs and, hopefully, become a cham- 
pionship contender,” Wall said. 

Coming off a season in which the Wiz- 
ards ran into trouble with Gilbert Arenas 
and then shipped off Antawn Jamison 
and Caron Butler, two All-Stars who had 
been the core of the Wizards since 2005, 
Washington needed a young player to 
rejuvenate the team and its fans. 

The team’s new owner knows first- 
hand the benefits of rebuilding a team 
around a draftee. As owner of the Capitals, 
he’s watched his hockey team turn into a 
championship contender since drafting 
Ovechkin first overall in 2004. 

So, when Leonsis, upon buying the 
Wizards, received an e-mail from a fan, 
who told him that his first order of busi- 
ness should be to “draft John Wall, sign 
LeBron James, change the name of the 
team, and lower ticket prices,” he dis- 
missed all but the first suggestion. 

“I believe in young players,” said 
Leonsis. “I believe in the power of young

It’s been the fundamental flaw 
plaguing the Stephen Strasburg- 
is-a-savior theory all along. 

As a starting pitcher, he takes the 
mound only once every five days. And 
even if he dazzles, as he has for most 
of his first four career starts, he can’t 
win if the Washington Nationals’ 
offense doesn’t back him up. 

At most, it can safely be said 
that Strasburg, whose starts rou- 
tinely pack the stadium, is the sav- 
ior of the concessionaires. But the 
Nationals, who have a 13-25 record 
in their past 38 games, are still in 
dire need of saving. 

For a ballclub that has lost more 
than 100 games in each of the last 


two seasons, the quick start this 
year was invigorating. But chang- 
ing the culture of the organization 
is proving to be a more time-con- 


suming project. “It’s not fun,” Ryan 
Zimmerman said. “Obviously, we 
should be doing a lot better.” 
They’ve committed more errors 


than any team in baseball. Only the 
Chicago Cubs have surrendered 
more unearned runs. They’ve been 
caught stealing more than any team 
in the National League. 

In losing to the Kansas City 
Royals on Wednesday — Stras- 
burg’s first career loss despite 
another strong outing — the 
Nationals committed an error, 
failed to convert a sacrifice bunt, 
had one runner thrown out at the 
plate and two more who fell down 
in the base path, preventing them 
from advancing another base. 

In the clubhouse after Wednes- 
day’s game, a lone unidentified 
voice bellowed from inside the 
showers: “I am way overpaid!” It 
wasn’t Strasburg. derek turner 
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Smackdown!

CHEF, GRILLER, JOSE ANDRES FAN 


Mario Batali is a chef of epic 
proportions — from his 15-res- 
taurant Italian empire, to his 
legendary ravenous appetite, to 
his iconic orange Crocs. But sar- 
torial missteps 
aside, this year 
the maestro of 
more is all about 
paring down: He 
shed 45 pounds 
and came out 
with a new, ninth 
cookbook, “Molto 
Gusto: Easy Italian Cooking” ($30, 
Ecco), which spotlights simple, 
streamlined suppers. 

What’s the secret to making easy 
dishes that are delicious? 

Make sure you have really good 
staple ingredients: dry pasta, good 
salt, extra-virgin olive oil, red wine 
vinegar, anchovies, bread crumbs, 
Parmigiano-Reggiano. Then what- 


ever you plug in, you can do well, 
as long as you have the patience 
to cook things right. One of the 
things people do wrong in cooking 
at the house is they move things 
too quickly around in the pan. 
What gives that deep intensity of 
flavors is allowing something to 
sit and almost caramelize. 

How do you do farmers markets? 

I do a full walk before I buy any- 
thing, unless I think something’s 
going to sell out, and I make men- 
tal notes and go back and buy 
the best-looking ones. Anything 
that looks filled with vitality and 
vibrancy is going to be good. 

What under-explored but easy Ital- 
ian dishes should home cooks try? 

I like the concept of antipasto 
being just sauteed, steamed or 
roasted vegetables. Mix that up 
with sauce made of ricotta or a 


vinaigrette with red wine vinegar 
and olive oil. We often forget sim- 
plicity can be really tasty. 

What are you excited about grill- 
ing this summer? 

One of the things I really like to do 
is put a piastra — a piece of granite 
or heavy cast iron — right on the 
top of a third of my grill. I like to

cook things I’m afraid are going 
to stick on that. 

You lost 45 pounds last year. How 
can high-calorie Italian fare be 
part of a healthy diet? 

The trick is having a nice small 
portion of pasta or something a 
little more calorie-intensive — but 
making sure you have a big salad 
and a bowl of cooked vegetables 
with it. I don’t think you feel you’ve 
compromised the deliciousness or 
your satisfaction level. 

When are you opening a restaurant 
in D.C.? There have been rumors. 

I like D.C., but I wouldn’t open a 
restaurant and not be down there. 
I may open a pizzeria, but I cer- 
tainly wouldn’t open a Babbo and 
not come down — that would be an 
insult. Plus, I don’t want to get my 
ass handed to me by Jose Andres. 
He’s one of the great chefs. Moving 
into his territory is dangerous. 

What’s your fave D.C. restaurant? 

I love Zaytinya. My kids think 
it’s the greatest. Last year for my 
birthday, we had a meal at Mini- 
bar, and it just blew us away. The 
whole experience was fantastic.

“That’s what a lot of people do, because 
their feet have been enclosed in shoes 
during the winter,” says Tonia Briscoe, 
co-owner of Nusta Spa (1129 20th St. 
NW; 202-530-5700, Nustaspa.com). 
“They have a professional pedicure to 
get started for the season and then do 
maintenance at home.” But it’s also easy 
to do a toe tune-up yourself. Read on 
for our tips on making feet fine. 

Sayonara, Skin 

To get rid of the dead, scaly skin that’s 
built up on your feet over the winter, 
“the most important thing is to begin 
with exfoliation,” says Dana Caruso, 
nail expert for Sally Hansen. “Combine 
a cup of sea salt, a cup of olive oil and six 
drops of any essential oil. Mix all that 
together, massage onto your feet and 
then slough it off with a pumice.”

Quench Tootsies 

Once all that old skin’s been removed, 
reach for the moisturizer. To get the best 
results, slather on Vaseline or lotions 
such as Burt’s Bees Coconut Foot Creme 
and Udderly Smooth Udder Cream 
(Chreky’s faves) before bed, then slip 
on some white socks and hit the sack. 
“I do it once a week,” says Chreky. “But 
if you can do it every night, especially 
during the summer, all the better.” 

Nail Therapy 

After your feet have awoken from their 
long winter nap, focus on your toenails 
(um, those clawlike things at the end 
of your feet). Caruso suggests using a 
white buffing block, pulling from the 
cuticle to the free edge of each nail, to 
get rid of calluses, dry skin and imper- 
fections. Massage in some cuticle oil, 
then take the edge of a wet facecloth 
and clean the nail grooves, the sur- 
face and underneath the free edge.

When it comes to polish colors, standbys 
such as classic red or ballet-slipper pink 
still go with your peep-toes.

Arrested Development 


In the male-centric 
‘Grown Ups/ Adam 
Sandler reverts back 
to juvenile comedy 

Film Review 

Wait, is this the right movie? 
“Grown Ups,” a summer male- 
bonding comedy starring Adam 
Sandler, purports to be about a 
successful man in his 40s deal- 
ing with rue and regret with bit- 
tersweet laughs and maybe a few 
tears along the way. But that’s 
what Sandler did in last summer’s 
“Funny People,” which was a whole 
lot funnier and about actual, rec- 
ognizable human people. 

What a difference a year makes. 
“Grown Ups” finds Sandler revert- 
ing to lunkheaded, lazy-laff form 
as a HolljAwood super-agent named 
Lenny who reunites with his child- 
hood friends after the funeral of 
their revered basketball coach. 
The lineup: 


There’s Eric (Kevin James), 
the fat-joke target who makes his 
entrance by breaking the side of 
an inflatable pool and unleashing 
a backyard tsunami, drives a Cadil- 
lac, and has a pretty wife (Maria 
Bello) who still breast-feeds their 
4-year-old son. Kurt (Chris Rock) 
is a house-husband married to a 
tart-tongued career woman (Maya 
Rudolph); Rob (Rob Schneider) 
is a New Age massage therapist 
married to a much older woman 
(Joyce Van Patten); and Marcus 
(David Spade) is the group’s skee- 
vy-looking Peter Pan. 

With its lame, guys-doing-guy- 


stuff humor, “Grown Ups” resem- 
bles the bro- centric picture “The 
A-Team,” except that nothing blows 
up — unless you count a flatu- 
lent mother-in-law (which is one 
of several sexist jokes that wear 
thin). And if you find that hilari- 
ous, you’ll just love stunts involving 
James flying headfirst into a tree. 
Spade falling headfirst into a pile 
of mud and an arrow going head- 
first into Schneider’s foot. 

From each obvious setup to its 
hoary payoff, “Grown Ups” hews 
faithfully to its formula, which is 
concocted mostly as a way for San- 
dler’s alter ego to have his cake and

Brothers Jay and Mark Duplass are 
best known, to those who know of 
them at all, as the writing-direct- 
ing team that helped create the 
“mumblecore” genre, notable for 
its shambling, improvised narra- 
tive structures and youthful esprit 
de corps. 

With “Cyrus,” the Duplasses’ 
third feature, they show newfound 
ambition — the movie features 
such name actors as Jonah Hill, 
Marisa Tomei and John C. Reil- 
ly — but also an adamant refus- 
al to overreach.
